The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All of instant claims 
1-4 and 1 8 are allowable over the cited prior art at least because none of the cited prior art shows 
or fairly suggests the step of cutting steel with a cutting torch by aiming the cutting torch at a 
fixed point on the bottom surface of the steel to be cut and maintaining the aim of the cutting 
flame at this point while the cutting torch is rotated in an arcuate path around the steel piece to be 
cut to cut the steel piece, where this method minimizes slag adherence to the cut.
